ing the village b compiny with her [riend for
thi= city, where they indended to die together.
This resolution she ciarried into effeet on Sun-
day uip;lm ns from that time up to yesterduy
Mr., O'popnell was unable to asceriain what
had become of her, Where she and her oom-
puubon stayed m this city from the hour of Uheir
arrival here has not been asgertained, b
the first trnce of Wie runawnys was found on
Monday night by Officer Whitman, of the
Twentyeeoond precinct, who happencd to
notice them riding in o Forty-second sireet cat,
Yesterday morning, sbout elght o'clock, he
again discovered them entering tho gute of the

Twenty-second Precinet Station House, where,
on exdmination, two vials labelled *laudaunm®
were found in ther dress pockets, The vials
had been emptied of one-balf thetr contents
The inanimate bodies were then sent to Bellevoe
Hospital, where everythiog is now being done
townrds saving the Jives of the unfortanate
girls, and the physicinns in churge have good
no‘mn of their tnal recovery. 4

various whimsical sorapes In which It has been
led by its over-muxicty 1o do business acvording
to 1ts peculinr theory of “kalling twu birds with

ouestone,” or trying to chasses deur lieores a la

jois, or, 1o short, following any of the old iash-
ioned receipts for keeping on with the old love
while secking to maimtain all due observiu se
with the new. The tenvure wnioh has thus gud-
denly disappeared from the tace ol the den-

S%he maiden pame of the anthor was Dora

HShaw. She was born and grew 1010 woman-
bood in the Wabish Valley, Indiana.  Her pa-
rents wele plain, honorubie people, blessed with
?lvmy, thoueh not rich, us the word goes, They
oved thewr beauninl Dorn, and bestowed upon
bher an educg¥on which tew females ever re-
cetve,  That accomplished, her father and
mother’s pext ambizion was to wed her to some
wonlthy and distiogulshed gentleman, As is oo
alten the ease, they had the futal delusion that
the danghter's will should be sacrificed upon
the altar of Mammon, that wealth and ambition
should be preferredt to love,

Tu 1560, ¥, 8. LeBaum snd Dora Shaw were
married, LeBuum was a citizen, and tne pos-
gepgor ol immens=e properiy 1n St Louls, Heing
in the Wabnsh Vulley upon business of his
house, he =aw, loved, and wooed this young,
begutiiul, snd accomplisbed woman, e did
not get her own but her ‘mronln' copgent, aud
the marriage which was followed was nallowed
by no love, save upon the side ol the husband,

Taking las bride home Lo his splendid palnce
in the cliy. she'was there given everything that
wealth could bestow, Still she was not happy.
Did »ou ever sew s contented engle in a gilaed
cagoe?

he wile was at once introduced to, and be-
came the admiration ol the best people of the
eity. To the outward world she appesred the
happliest of mortals, illustrating how few there
are who really kuow the secret sorrowsof the
buman henrl, She pagsed Ler hours o splendid
migery.

At tnat time, tue famous theatrical manacger,
Ben, DeBar, ligd o fine company at the St, Louls
Theatre.  His lencing «lar was Miss Anneotte
Inse, no less renowned for her acting mimie life
than her beauty and mausy womsaonly virtues,
To this thesire My, and Mrs LeBaum weat one
night, sua wiimessed 4 play. Dorn had never
been invide o theatve betore, and before the cur-
tain tell upon the second set, she had taken a
resolutton which wounld chanee the whole conrse
of her life—she had determined to be an aetress
Hke Miss Ince.

Aninterview with the manager was easily ob-
tained, who sow fn the ssprations of the lady o
chance to make a splendid bit, snd put gold in
his purde. He gave her every encourigement,
dismissod the idea of her first sssumiog a

her debut o the leadine chargeter of the play
the hod witmessed—*"Julig,” in the Hunohhack,
More than encouraged, indeed completely ra-
solved, Dora at once commenced the study of
the play, and, possessiog o qu'.ck intellect, wus
ot lenst master of the langange in o lew days,
Private rebearsals appesred to give perfect
satisfaction to the munuger, s well as Lo his
companv—tramned ‘or that rwrticulur purpose
and for that occusion, All this was kept from
the bushand.

One morning the clty was thrown into afever
byan anwonncement in all the journals, and
upon all the butletln honrds, that Miss Dora
Ebhaw would ap]mru- that night as “‘Julia” m
Bheridau Kvowles' preat play, entitled the
Hunehbaek, LeBaom snd s friends were
struck as if by a tbunderboit from heaven, He
first cntreated, appealed, and threatened his
wile, und next the munager, and finally Jde-
clared his intentions to murder her upon the
stage the moment she made her appearance.

1n the meantime, LeBaom sued for a divoree,
which was readily crauted by the court, Toe
next appearance of Dors was in New Orlenns<,
where her former soclal position was vnkno wi,
and where she wus wholly thrown opon her
merits ag an actress for suceess, le were need-
less to say that she failed to eliet one single
plaudit,
